How Can I?

Q. ‘How can I wash a feather 
pillow? 

A. Dissolve I tb, sal-soda abd 2 
Ib. soap in '4-gallon boiling water. 
Put about 5 buckets of®7arm water 
into a tub and pour in above solu- 
tion. Next, dissolve “%-lb. chloride 
of lime in 1 qt. boiling water, Let it 
settle, then stir in tub, Beat pillows 
well and then put into tub, pressing 
down. Let soak for an hour or 
1 stirrimg and pressing con- 
stantly with a stick. Rinse in sev- 
eral changes of water, wring, press 
eut all water possible, and hang on 
line to dry, turning and shaking 
often. 

Q. How can I care for garden 
furniture before storing it away for 
the winter months? \ 

A, Rub the furniture Welt With 


bo led linseed oil; this will impagge 
the colér ®f the wood and pr t 


its cracking. \ , ie, 

Q. How can I whiten my ‘kin? 

A. Mix and apply equal parts of 
rose water and lemon juice. 

Q. How can I make two pounds 
of butter out of one pound? 

\.Add gradually to one pint of 
butter one pint of milk and a 
little salt, beating it with an egg- 
beater until smooth, Put in a mold 
and set in a cool place. 

Q. How can I curl a feather that 
has become damaged from rain or 
dew? 

\. Sprinkle it thickly with com- 
mon salt and shake it before’ a 
bright fire, or over a hot radiator, 
until dry It will be as good as new. 

Q. How can I clean wrought iron? 

A. The best way is to dampen a 
woolen cloth in sweet oil, rub 
thoroughly, and then polish wtth a 
dry woolen cloth. 

Q. How can I make a good mend- 
ing cement? 

A. Mix I quart of wood ashes, 
%-cup of table salt, ‘and enough 


‘water to give proper consistency. 


The dark appearance at first will 
afterwards turn almost white. 

Q. How can I remove the odor 
of onions from the breath? 

A. Chew a whole coffee bean or 
a sprig of parsley which has ‘been 
dipped in vinegar. If a lump. of 
sugar, saturated with vinegar is 
eaten, it will also remove onion 
edor from the breath. 

Q. How can I remove rain spots 
from velvet? 

A. Sponge with cleaning’ fluid, 


always rubbing in one direction 
only , 
Q. How can I prevent soap from 


getting into the eyes when sham- 
pooing the hair? 

A. Grease the area around the 
eyes with Vaseline jelly or cold

Greatest Crater 


The great Chubb Crater, which 
was discovered last summer by a 
prospector in the isolated wilder- 
ness near Hudson's Bay, has just 


been measured by National Geo- 
graphic Society scientists, who 
were beset by August snowfalls.

Buys Fireflies 

Dr. William D, McElroy, Johns 
Hopkins biologist, is paying a 
bounty of 25 cents for a hundred 
firefliés, with cash prizes offered, 
to youngsters who catch the most.

So far 
he has established that the energy 
source for light production in the 
firefly is the same as that used: for 
animals in doing work. This means 
that the vitamins whigh fp animals 
free energy are necessary for light” 
production. So are -¢Cerfain trace 
elements, such as magnésium and 
cobalt. Dr. McElroy is particularly 
interested in isolating 4 mystery

A French cookery expert says 
that “jf you have once mastered 
the simple dish we call pot-au-feu” 
you can then claim’ to be a cook.” 
“Pot-au-feu", of course, simply 
means “pot on the fire” it is a very 
fine way of using a comparatively 
inexpensive cut of meat. 

Exsentially it is a piece of beef 
not fit for roasting—shin, plate, 
chuck and so on—cooked slowly 
with vegetables till it becomes fork- 
tender. French households often 
enjoy it once a week or even often- 
er, and | think your family will “go 
for it” too if made according to the 
following recipe. 


POT-AU-FEU 
4 pounds beef with bone (brisket, 
rump, shin, plate, chuck or 
round) 


3 quarts cold water 

1 tablespoon salt 
Bouquet garni (bay leaf, fourth- 
WYeaspoon thyme, half-teaspoon 
peppercorns, three cloves, four 
sprigs parsley and few celery 
leaves, tied in cheesecloth bag) 

2 cups mixed chopped vegetables, 
(onion, carrots, celery, white 
turnips, parsnip) 

6 leeks, white part only 

3 carrots, quartered 

6 cabbage wedges ; 

6 potatoes, whole or quartered. 


(1) Place meat in a large soup 
kettle. Add water, salt and bouquet 
garni. Bring to a boil, #@mming 
often, Lower temperature and sim- 
mer till meat is almost tender— 
four hours or longer. 


(2) Add chopped vegetables and 
those cut in larger pieces. Simmer 
till_latter are tender—about forty- 
five minutes. 

(3) To serve, remove meat to 
serving platter and surround with 
large pieces of vegetables. Keep 
warm. Serve broth with chopped 
vegetables as a first course. Any ex- 
cess may be refrigerated for later 
use. (Chill) remove fat and use 
wherever soup stock is required.) 

Yield: six portions, Note: if a\) 
fatty cut of meat is employed, t 
dish is best mada day in advance, 
refrigerated and the fat removed™bé- 
fore reheating the pot-auefeu and 
serving. 

Should any left-over chicken car- 
cass be available, this, too, may be 
added to the pot-au-feu along with 
the raw meat. Or a whole chicken 
thay be cooked at the same time in 
the broth; it will give something to 
the stock, and the stock and vege- 
tables something to it. The chicken 
may be carefully refrigerated for 
later meals in ‘salad, creafmed, or 
merely sliced cold. Probably one 
will only want to include a chicken 
in the pot is (1) the utensil is very 
large and (2) food jis being prepared - 
for more than two or three persons 
that today comprise many house- 
holds.

Chewing Gum 


Drs. Samuel Dreizen and Tom 
D. Spies ,eport in the Journal of 
the Anferican Dental Association 
that immediately after meals vol- 
unteers chewed sugar-free gum 
that contained a nitrofuran. (Nitro- 
furans are substances used princi- 
pally as anti-bacterial agents in 
dressings for wounds to prevent 
infection.) X-ray examinations at 
the end of the year revealed that 
the group had developed an average 
of only 0.8 new cavities compared 
with an average of 3.0 new cavities 
for a Control group that chewed 
the specially prepared gum without 
the nitrofuran, In the third group 
that chewed no gum an average 
of 3.8 new cavities developed.

ONTARIO ROAD 
CONSTRUCTION 


Excellent progress is being made 
on this year’s $60,000,000 program of 
improvements on Ontario's highways 
system. That was evident in engin- 
eering reports to the Hon. George H. 
Doucett, Minister of Highways, just 
prior to the Thanksgiving week-end. 

One striking item of the report 
was that 95.000 tons of asphalt have 
been laid on 40 miles of thé road dur- | 
ing the final two weeks of August. To} 


informed, 127 miles of gravel 
surfaced highways had been com-| 
pleted this year. 

In addition, 106 miles of pavement 
on Ontario Highways built 20 or 
more years ago have been resurfaced 
this year and the roads themselves 
brought up to modern engineering 
standards through realignment, wid- 
ening, curve flattening correction as 
required.

News of great interest to chicken 
raisers is found in the recent an- 
nouncement that one-third of an 
ounce of terramycin to a ton of 
feed can cut Vitamin B12 require- 
ments in chick rations by as much 
as 40 per cent.

The importance of these findings 
lies in the fact that the vitamin is 
not only a relatively expensive but 
a variable element. In areas where 
fish meal and fish solubles or meat 
scraps are readily available and in- 
expens ve, their addition to the ba- 
sic ration will reduce the amount 
of B,, required from non-animal 
sources. In areas where fish and 
meat are less available or over-ex- 
pensive, the ratio of B,,. from che- 
mical manufacturers can be increas- 
ed to make up the required quota.

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DR. W. A. MACKINTOSH 
INSTALLED AS PRINCIPAL 
QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY 


An imposing array of brightly 
gowned scholars and statesmen paid 
formal tribute to Dr. W. A. Mackin- 
tosh recently, as he was installed as 
principal of old Queen's University. 

But the students of this hotbed of 
Celtic culture whooped it up with a 
display of spirit that caught crowd- 
ed Grant Hall off guard. 

When the stocky, ruddy-faced Scot 
| stepped forward in his new black and 
silver robes of office to deliver his 
inauguarual address, the student prall- 
eries erupted. They broke into a col- 
lege cheer. A whistle shrilled 
‘bells clanged. The principal, the 
i scholars and the statesman looked up 
in alarm. 

Paper scraps and streamers were 
tossed down on the assembly below. 
Two pigeons were é let loose to flutter 
around: the big gold and red hall, 
Then the demonstration ended as sud- 
denly as it had begun. It was re- 
peated at the end of his address. 

Said the 56-year-old principal later, 
“It was great.” 

The list of visiting dignitaries read 
like a page from Who's Who, 

There were presidents or nepre- 
gentatives from 31 Canadian and 12 
U.S. universities and colleges. Five 
distinguished churchmen and such 
governmental VIPs as Premier Les- 
lie Frost and Defense Minister Clax- 
ton. Recently Prime Minister St. 
Laurrent arrived to attend a dinner 
in honor of Dr.. Matkintosh. 

The delegates, resplendent in their 
black robes trimmed with reds, yel- 
lows, blues and more, walked in pro- 
cession around the ivy-covered lime- 
stone building and into the great 
hall. 

They were greeted with a procession- 
al fanfare for three trumpets and an 
organ, composed by the univ ersity’s 


resident musician, Prof. Graham 
George. 
The- installation ceremony itself 


was brief. The principal-elect, wear- 


ing a business suit, was presented to) 


university chancellor,Charles A, Dun- 
ning, Who administered the oath of 
office. A heavy black robe, trimmed 
with silver and bearing the red, blue 
and gold Queen's crest, was placed 
over Mr. Mackintosh’s shoulders. 

In his inaugural address, the prin- 
cipal reviewed the 110-year-old uni- 
versity’s past and outlined his philos- 
ophy of education. 

Queen's, he said, couldn’t be made 
or destroyed by any principal. 

“She is a living thing in which the 
principal is a prominent, visible, too 
frequently audible but not absolutely 
vital organ.” 

A university was not a_ reform 
school in which all the mistakes of 
parents and school teachers were to 
be corrected, the principal said. And 
it wasn't a recreation or graduates’ 
club. 

“It is or should be a society of 
scholars.” he said, “devoted to. the 
education — of the young and tothe 
preservation and extension of human 
knowledge. It is a human institution 
continuing over the generations in its 
struggle to remove part of the penalty 
of man’s mortality.”

Tooth Decay 


Evidence ‘that fluoridated water 
prevents tooth decay when the. diet 
contains magnesium has been col- 
lected by Drs. Albert’ E. Sobel 
and Harry Goldenberg of . Brook- 
lyn. “We have found that in the 
absence of magnesium, fluoride en- 
riches mineralization, whereas in 
its presence fluoride blocks min- 
eralization,” Sobel and Goldenberg 
report. “If our data on ossification 
studies produced by artificial calci- 
ying media apply also to growing 
teeth and bones, it would stem ad- 
visable to restrict the amount of 
magnesium taken in the diet in 
order to avoid a retardation of bone 
development by fluoridation.”
